Round woods with a Christmas scene on one side and on the other side the sender's name 
and address or name, year and greeting are gaining popularity each year. Most are 1$" 
in diameter, but some are 2". Manufactures can furnish them printed in black, green, 

red, blue, purple, or brown inks. Some suppliers also have gold, silver, yellow, and 
white. Each manufacture can supply custom made designs for both sides of an issue of 


Christmas woods. 


Mr. James Deluney, Box 952, Angus, Ontario LOM 1BO offers a selection of 8 different 
Christmas images on rubber stamps for 13" woods featuring 4 designs for Santa Claus, 

a Christmas tree, a sonwman, the Holy Family, and a young boy. Prices are 50 - $10.50, s 
100 - $21.00, and 250 - $37.00 plus $2.50 for postage and 7% Ontario sales tax to 
residents of Ontario. NEW HOT STAMP Christmas designs include 4 different Santa Claus 
dies, a couple ice skating, and a couple in a horse drawn sleigh. A choice of nine 
colors are available. Prices are 50 -— $14.00, 100 -— $28.00, and 250 - $45.00 plus 
$2.50 postage and the 7% sales tax for Ontario residents. If you would like to see the 
designs, please write Jim and ask for the illustrated list of Christmas designs. 

For delivery to the United States ONLY, Gelvin F. Leeper, 1350 North Hancock, Freemont,

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CAWMC HAS MEDAL DIE MADE 
During the past few =e many members have commented, pro and con, on the possibility 
@x the Association having a medal die made of our logo (as appears on Page 1) by 
Pressed Metal Products. Many of us have seen the lovely Christmas, CNA, ANA, CATC 
medals made by PMP (Pressed Metal Products). We realize that we are a wood! organization, 
but some members wanted to have a medal struck with our logo. It was felt that the 
choice should rest with the individual member. Therefore, we have arranged with PMP for 
the die. To use this die, which was made at no cost to CAWMC, the person must be a 
member of CAWMC. As I am somewhat closer to Vancouver than many members and do have an 
accurate list of members (to send out Timber Talk). I have agreed to act as a clearing 
house in advising PMP if the person ordering the CAWMC logo die is a member of CAWMC. 
This is the first official announcement, and allready there has been one order, with two 
more close behind. Although PMP makes many dies, most collectors wish to personalize 
their medal. This is the expensive part, however it is a one-time charge. It is 
suggested that the wording be kept general (eg. name and adress with perhaps area of 
interest or club affiliations) so that it can be used with present and future obverses. 
Also, the making of a die takes time, thus we cannot expect ‘instant' service from PMP. 
With issues, other than Christmas, three medals are available. A very important thing 
to keep in find is that the cost is based on the total order. Thus a number of obverses 
can be used for the quantity prices. Since this is a major program I believe that a 
full explanation is advisable for present and future reference. CAWMC Member Jerry 
Remick has written a fairly length article which I have, by in large, repeated below. 


YOUR OWN ISSUE OF INEXPENSIVE CAWMC MEDALS by Jerry Remick 
Garry Braunwarth has requested Pressed Medal Products (PMP) to cut a free logo die for 
38mm medals for the logo of the CAWMC. The die should be ready by the end of October. 
It can be used, free of charge, by any CAWMC member as the obverse side for a pverson- 
ized issue of medals with the member's name, address, and membership number on the 
reverse. The cost of such a reverse die is $115. With your signature it is $150. 
With more elaborate wording the price is $170. Once your reverse die is cut it can be used 
in the future on any issues of medals PMP has available that you are entitled to use. 
An assortment of 3 antiqued metallic finishes is available, if desired: gold, bronze, 
and silver. They can be made in any combination to arrive at the quantity price. It 
should be noted that the Christmas medal is available only in silver plated. (To 
avoid any misunderstanding, the medals are not silver and gold - that is only the type 
or color of finish.) Examples of dies cut by PMP are: CNA members' logo, 1984 CNA 
Convention, 1984 ANA Convention, CATC, ONA, TAMS, and La Societe Numismatique de 
Quebec. In addition there are 2 dies for Christmas 1984 as described below. Orders 
involving several obverse dies are cumulative and charged at the total number of medals 
ordered. Therefore if you are a CNA, CATC, and CAWMC member you could order 50 CAWMC, 
25 CNA, and 25 CATC plus 25 1984 Christmas medals with Merry Christmas and 25 1984 
Christmas medals with Joyeux Noel. This is a total of 150 medals and is charged at the 
LOO rate of $1.55 each, and not as 5 separate orders. The price structure appears 
below. 


There is also a ready market for your medals as a number of collectors are willing to 
trade or purchase these personalized issues. I maintain a list of such collectors. (I 
can be contacted at: Jerry Remick - Box 9183, Ste-Foy, Quebec GLV 4B1. ) 


In the future the CAWMC may wish to strike a medal for a meeting, or whatever. They 
could also be made and sold inexpensively to raise funds. 


Wooden money collectors are fortunate as they now have two materials for issuing 
onalized numismatic items: wood and metal. 


nemember that it takes about one month to cut a personalized die, so please allow 
sufficient production time for your order. 


PMP will also make .999 ‘fine silver medals at an approximate cost of $24. Gold is also 
avaiLable. PMP will send, for your approval, an accurate sketch of your reverse die. All 
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you need to send them is a sketch of what you would like made. 


The Christmas obverse design changes each year. In 1983 an angel playing a stringed 
implement was featured. This was their first issue. In 1984 the reverse die has 

either "Seasons Greetings" or "Meilleurs Voeux". To this you can add your name for BS 
$115. By adding your signatire the cost is $150. More wording is $170.00. The 

1984 obverse of the 1984 Christmas medal fills the 38mm (14") piece with two holiday 

bells, holly, a bow on a ribbon and "1984." Two formats are available: "Merry Christmas" 
and "Joyeux Noel." The medals are packaged in a vinyl envelope. The cost, excluding 


your personal reverse is:

You can present your Christmas medal to friends, collectors and non-collectors alike. 
It is an attractive and novel gift. The plastic (vinyl) envelope containing the medal 
can be taped to tour Christmas card, unless of course it is wood! Christmas cards are 
soon discarded, but a Christmas medal will be kept by the recipient for decades. 


As the Christmas season is fast approaching, the emohasis has been on explaining the 
issuance of Christmas medals, with the CAWMC logo, or the Christmas reverse. Remember 
that now we have the CAWMC logo, medals are available for anything you wish, and at any 
time. If ordering for Christmas, please submit your orders early. All orders must by 
postpaid, with payment if full to wcompany the order.
